I have taught 
Men, (and I here declare, I avill go on to teach them) to re- 
ceive no Commands in Matters relating to their Eter- 
nal Salvation, from any Superiours, whether Spiritual 
or Temporal, ABSOL UTELY and implicity, up- 
On the Ground of Mere Authority, without examining theni 
by the Laws of Chriſt, and finding them agreeable to thoſe Laws : 
becauſe they are not lawful to them, by your own Rule, till
